The labor force, in the May count, was 800,000 larger than a year 
ago. But unemployment was more than 200,000 lower. That means a gain 
of a little better than a million for total employment. 

Employment last month was 59,731,000. That was 1,031,000 higher 
than a month earlier, and 1,037,000 over a year ago.

Unemployment this summer will suffer by comparison with 1948. 

















The jobless total was held to an almost unbelievably low average of 
about 2-million two years ago. That is probably a good bit less than what 
might be considered the ‘‘minimum frictional float.” 

Business, plagued by shortages of labor as well as other things, appar- 
ently overemployed—just as it overstocked on some materials 

This year, needless workers have been weeded out. Unemployment will 
be near ‘‘normal”’ at about 3-million—less than 5% of the labor force.

Earlier monthly 
records were $715-miltion in October and November last year, and $720- 
million in August, 1948.

Contract lettings for industrial buildings have been signaling an upturn

May volume of $74-million, though below a year ago, was up from 
April’s $70-million.

Lumber may not prove the building bottleneck that it now seems. True, 
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lumber is the scarcest building item at the moment. But production has 
been rising steadily this year. 

Output pulled ahead of incoming orders early last month. At the end 
of May, output caught up with shipments. 

At any rate, new 
orders began declining late in April, and have been down ever since.

And another thing could lead to a change in the next month or six 
weeks: Many metal-working companies, and even whole industries, close 
down for vacations in late June and early July. 

But deliveries from their steel and nonferrous suppliers will continue 
to be unloaded. Thus, on reopening, they should have the best balanced 
inventories in months. That might make all the difference.

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WASHINGTON OUTLOOK 


WASHINGTON Confusion over the Russian threat has Congress in a stew. The plain 
BUREAU fact is that members don’t know who or what to believe. The official utter- 
JUNE 10, 1950 ances, from Truman on down, blow both hot and cold. 





This week’s crisis atmosphere was created to push the $1.2-billion of 
second-year arms aid (page 22). Congress understands that. The technique 


is familiar. 

What irks Congress is the inability to get a firm appraisal from the 
Administration of either the actual war danger or the future cost of defense. 
For instance: 


e Truman last month said peace prospects were improving and defense 
spending would drop next year. Now he emphasizes war dangers instead. 


e When Truman talked of less spending, Defense Chief Johnson warned 
of increases at home and abroad. Now Johnson is saying that arms aid may 
run level for the next four to five years—the result of new weapons. 

e But Secretary of State Acheson seems to disagree. He thinks arms aid 
may rise. In his book, only greater defenses will stop Russia short of war. 


The lack of candor is obvious. The explanation lies in a mixture of 
politics—domestic and foreign—plus the old Washington habit of relying 
on “emergencies” to whip up public backing for controversial issues. 


; The prospect is for bigger defense spending starting next year. Most 
officials admit this. But they don’t like to talk about it openly. One reason 
is that the election-year Congress is sensitive about the deficit. Another 
is that it would create a row over arms aid that might discourage our allies. 


It will take Russia three to five years to get ready for war, industrially 
and militarily, key officials think. But this isn’t played up. “The public 
might become complacent,” and let defenses lag. 


ie 
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Russia’s big weakness is in her industry. She is turning out more 
planes, tanks, guns, and modern subs than the West. But she’s still far 
behind the West in such vital war-supporting production as steel, oil, and 
power. And it takes time to build these industries. 

In the race for new weapons, intelligence reports coming to the U.S. 
indicate Russia is lagging. Our military leaders think we are still way

out in front. That applies not only to atomic bombs, but to secret new- 
type arms which would prevent Russia from massing armies for an attack 
in Europe. 
. 

The budget picture of this fiscal year, 1950, looks a little better now. 
When the totals are in on June 30, they will show something like this: 

Spending: nearer $41-billion than the 3$42-billion April forecast. 

Receipts: nearer $37-billion than the estimated $36.5-billion. 

Deficit: $4-billion plus, instead of the expected $5.4-billion. 

Deliberate economy is not the reason for the improvement. Business 
gains have boosted receipts a bit. But the big factor is that the Administra- 
tion simply hasn’t been able to spend as fast as it had planned. 


The outlook for excise-tax cuts stays on the gloomy side. Prospect

WASHINGTON that the budget deficit won’t be as high as had been expected is somewhat 
BUREAU of a help for the bill’s backers. But it still doesn’t guarantee action by a 
JUNE 10, 1950 long shot. 

Time is getting short. The House Ways & Means Committee is badly 
split on its bill. This is likely to delay the House for another two or even 
three weeks. The warnings by Senators George and Lucas this week that 
the bill may have to be abandoned were intended to prod the House alongy— 
not kill the cuts.

Here are the prospects for various other pieces of legislation: 

Rent control: Extension of federal ceilings until Dec. 31, with control 
thereafter up to local governments, probably will make the grade. 

Bank holding-company control has practically no chance this session. 


Guarantees on foreign investments, Point 4: The bill, as it has shaped 
up, would put the Export-Import Bank in the business of selling insurance 
to protect American properties abroad, and assure conversion of profits into 
dollars. But it faces tough going. It’s a $250-million project at the start. 
And many congressmen fear a much greater future liability. 

o 

The International Trade Organization (ITO): Odds are against ratifica 
tion. It raises the tariff issue, unpopular in an election year. Also, there’s 
feeling that the ITO proposal smacks of socialistic trade. 


Customs simplification also is out. It’s a tariff issue, too. 


Resistance to imports is mounting in Congress. The Administration is 
trving to combat it with the argument that only a small part of all imports 
is bothersome. Of the $6.6-billion of foreign products brought in last year, 
the government lists only $2-billion as “potentially competitive.” But the 
figures are cold comfort to congressmen under pressure from local business 
and labor to cut off some of the foreign competition. 


Submerged oil-lands legislation is a must now that the Supreme Court 
has ruled the federal government has the “paramount rights.” Congress 
will make another stab at passing the title to off-shore deposits back to the 
states. But Truman is dead set against this. And it looks like he will win. 

Then there’ll be a compromise along this line: States will share royal- 
ies with the federal government, on a 50-50 basis at least. But the Interior 
Dept. will have the say on leasing and production policies. 

ow 

The pricing-practices bill (O’Mahoney’s) is up to Truman, and there’ 
tremendous pressure for a veto from the more ardent trustbusters. 

Freight absorption is no issue. It’s permissible now—so long as the 
price-fixing ban of the basing-point case isn’t violated. 

The fight is over cutting prices to meet competition. The bill would 
permit cuts where necessary to hold customers; and Truman is being told 
this opens the door to unfair price discrimination. 


Truman hasn't made up his mind yet. But if he does come through ' 


a veto, it probably would stick.

(2) The supenor must help

of his subordinates 

+) The superior and subordinates 
must work together in a climate of 
confidence. 

5) The superior must set the stand- 
ards of performance. 

This coaching concept is the central 
theme of Mace’s book. He cites numer 
ous actual experiences to show that 
superiors don't have to adopt new 
mechanical techniques to coach, but 
thev do have to have the right attitud 
e Coaching Coaches—Three main ap 
proaches to getting coaches to coach 
were suggested: 

e Recognize that how well a superior 
develops a subordinate constitutes an im- 
portant gauge of the superior’s success 
e Let the president or chief operating 
executive set the pace.

THE LABOR ANGLE 





HREE DIFFERENT reports in
